That recent predictions of improvement 
in the market for outside securities were 
not without foundation was proved by 
the developments of the past week. Trad- 
ing in that market did not continue as 
active as it was on the first few days of 
the present upward movement, but nev— 
ertheless it was in fairly large amount 
compared with the records of a few 
weeks ago. Prices continued to show im- 
provement, and the fayorable view which 
traders, and to some extent the public, 
were inclined to take of the future of the 
market was not abandoned. Demand for 
stocks was good, and though there was 
naturally profit taking on sharp ad- 
vances, the disposition to Tet stocks go 
was much less marked than it was a 
short while since. Some yeactions of con- 
sequence occurred, particWlarly in stocks 
that the previous week had advanced 
very sharply. Among the electric stocks 
were some that were quoted considerably 
lower, and in other groups as well de- 
clines were noted, but all told, the mar- 
ket can well be said to have shown satis- 
factory strength and to have given much 
promise for further improvement in the 
near future. 

Conditions seem to promise the realiza- 
tion of the hopes which the activity and 
strength of the past two weeks have re- 
newed, and except in the event of some 
unforeseen unfavorable development, the 
general opinion seems to be that the out- 
side market may be expected to show 
continued strength and activity. 

One of the prominent stocks 
week's trading was Amalgamated Cop- 
per. It was active on most of the days 
of the weck, supplying to some of the 
daily totals as much as 3,000 shares.
